1. KEY ARA LOBBYING TARGETS ON KOREAN ISSUE ARE LISTED 
BELOW. THESE WERE DEFINED DURING OCTOBER 3 AND 6 MEETINGS 
OF WORKING GROUP (WG) IN NEW YORK (US. UK, JAPAN, CANADA, 
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NEW ZEALAND, THE NETHERLANDS AND ROK). WG RECOMMENDED 
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LOBBYING IN CAPITALS AS WELL AS IN NEW YORK. WG ALSO 
RECOMMENDED LOBBYING ASSIGNMENTS AS INDICATED BELOW. 

2. EMBASSY SHOULD COORDINATE WITH INDICATED COSPONSORING 
COUNTRY REPRESENTATIVES IN DETERMINING WHAT FURTHER STEPS 
SHOULD BE TAKEN IN PURSUIT OF STATED OBJECTIVES OUTLINED 
BELOW. IF EMBASSY BELIEVES IT HAS FIRM COMMITMENTS IN LINE 
WITH THESE OBJECTIVES, IT SHOULD SO REPORT. 

3. FRENCH AMENDMENTS (REFTEL B) HAVE NOW BEEN ACCEPTED BY 
COSPONSORS, AND COSPONSORS OF THESE AMENDMENTS (ITALY, 
BELGIUM, LUXEMBOURG) MAY ALSO BE HELPFUL TEXDISTRIBUTED 
RESOLUTION IDENTICAL TO THAT IN REF B WILL BE DISTRIBUTED 

IN NEW YORK BY WEEK'S END.

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4. FOR LIMA: JUDGING FROM YOUR LATEST REPORT (LIMA8205) 
PERHAPS THE BEST WE CAN HOPE FOR IS TO HOLD PERU IN 
NEUTRAL POSTURE ACROSS THE BOARD; HOWEVER, IN SEEKING 
GOAL OF SWITCHING FROM ABSTENTION TO OPPOSITION ON 
HOSTILE RESOLUTION SUGGEST THAT COSTA RICANS IN 
PARTICULAR BE ASKED TO LOBBY STRONGLY TO SWING PERUVIAN 
VOTE. 

5. FOR NASSAU: AS BAHAMIANS CLAIM THEIR ONLY REASON 
FOR ABSTAINING ON HOSTILE RESOLUTION IS BECAUSE THEY 
DO NOT WANT TO BE IDENTIFIED TOO CLOSELY WITH US 
(STATE 230542) AND ALSO BECAUSE ROK AMBASSADOR HAHM 
WILL BE MAKING PERSONAL CALL ON FONMIN ADDERLY THIS 
WEEK, BELIEVE YOU SHOULD ENCOURAGE OTHER COSPONSORS 
REPRESENTED IN NASSAU (ESPECIALLY UK AND CANADA) TO 
BE ACTIVE SO THAT BAHAMIANS WILL SEE ISSUE AS ONE WITH 
SUBSTANTIAL NON-US APPEAL. TO DEGREE YOU BELIEVE 
EFFECTIVE. YOU SHOULD ALSO RE-EMPHASIZE IMPORTANCE USG 
ATTACHES TO THIS QUESTION NOTING THAT ANTICIPATED CLOSE 

VOTE WILL REQUIRE SUPPORT FROM OUR FRIENDS IN OPPOSING 
ALGERIAN RESOLUTION. 

6. FOR PANAMA: ROKG INITIATIVE IN OBTAINING REPORTED 
COMMITMENT OF GOP COSPONSORSHIP FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION 
(SEOUL'S 7915) MAY BEST BE FOLLOWED UP BY COSTA RICANS. 
WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR VIEWS AS TO ACCURACY OF ROK 
REPORT. REPORT ON YOUR REPRESENTATIONS, AS REQUESTED 
STATE 225930, ALSO WOULD BE APPRECIATED. KISSINGER 
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
